Chief 
among these is a statement on his 
own defense which Sir Roger made 
from the dock. 


Francis P. Doyle, the Philadelphia 


attorney, who is acting as solicitor 
for Casement, informed the Associ- 
ated Press before 
the 
opening of 


court that no witnesses would be 
called for the defense but that the 
arguments of counsel would be sup- 
plemented by a statement from the 
prisoner. 
As was indicated yester- 


day the main defense will rest on the 
argument of consul for the quashing 
of the indictment on the ground of 
lack of jurisdiction. 


In reference to the decision of 


Casement's counsel not to call any 
witnesses, Mr. Boyle said: 


"Inasmuch as this trial affects 


not only the life of Sir Roger Case- 
ment, but also the aspirations of the 
Irish nation it has been deemed ad- 
visable not to call any witnesses in 
this country and that it would have 
b«en necessary to go to Germany for 
them but that the government would 
not permit it. 


Alexander Sullivan, chief counsel 


for Sir Roger, resumed his argument 
In an attempt to show the indict- 
ment was faulty when the court con- 
vened today. 
After he had conclud- 


ed hie address the court overruled 
his motion to quash the indictment. 


After the ruling against quashing 


the indictment Sir Roger delivered a 
statement prepared by himself. Sir 
Roger said: 


"Money was offered to me in Ger- 


many more than once, "and offered 
liberally and unconditionally, but I 
rejected every suggestion of the kind 
and I left Germany a poorer 
man 


than when I entered 
it. 
Money I 


could always obtain, from my own 
countrymen, and I am not ashamed 
here to acknowledge the debt of grat- 
itude I owe to many an Irish friend 
and sympathizer who did freely and 
gladly help me when I was on the 
continent. 
"I trust I have made that state- 


ment 
clearly 
and 
emphatically 


enough for all men, even by bitter- 
est enemies, to comprehend—that a 
man who in the newspapers is "just 
another Irish traitor* may be a gen- 
tleman.

Sometimes it is the 
fly-by-night shop, which sets up in a 
certain location, advertises itself as 
a bargain sale of a bankrupt's stock, 
a fire sale, or the like, and after hav- 
ing worked off a collection of in- 
ferior goods, flits to a new location.

across the boundary began we waited 
six months for him to secure control 
of the situation. 


When 
we were driven to act 


against the bandits we did not move 
against Carranza, or his alleged gov- 
ernment, or the Mexican people. We 
moved only against the men who had 
attacked our towns. It is incalcula- 
bly stupid of Carraiua to make the 
cruse of the bandits his own. He can 
even yet have peace if he will sur- 
render his 
prisoners, 
disavow the 


fight at Carrizal and help us bag 
Villa.

The rising tide flows 
over the niters through such reefs Into 
the great natural reservoirs beyond, 
but the water is held back at the ebb 
until it breaks over tbe obstruction in 
an irresistible torrent.

of all Is the waterfall at Canoe pas- 
sage, where the island of Vancouver 
approaches the British Columbia main- 
land. Here the floodtlde from the gulf 
of Georgia to the southward Is held 
back at a narrow cleft between two 
Islands until it pours over In a boiling 
cascade eighteen feet high with per- 
haps double the volume of the Rhine. 
At the turn of the tide, however, the 
waters from the north rush back Into 
the gulf, producing a cascade of equal 
height and volume. The waterfall ac- 
tually flows both ways.—Baltimore Sun.

Chicory In France. 


Chicory, so extensively raised In 


France, Is har\ ested cither by hand or 
by plowing. As fust as the plants In 
one Hue arc pulled the roots are gather- 
ed iu heaps after the removal of the 
leaves and. are roughly cleaned. They 
nre then transported to the factories, 
where they arc mechanically washed 
in flowing water and dumped on a per- 
forated conveyer that permits them to 
drain while traveling toward the root 
cutters. The roots, when cut In small 
pieces, are convoyed to tho "malt kllus 
or special driers, adhere they remain 
thirty-six hours or more, and after 
cooling they nre bagtrcd. The chicory, 
having now become friable, passes Into 
a series of crushers. After each crush- 
ing the broUeii material is passed 
through sifters that dhhle it Into four 
grades. From the crushers tho chicory 
goes to the rousting retorts and, then 
receives a final manipulation, that of 
tinting, which consists In giving the 
grains n routing of impalpable chicory 
dust 
The last operation is that oC 


packing the chicory, either by hand or 
by machiuery.—Argonaut.

MEXICANS USE AMERICAN WIRELESS 


Traction Engines Equipped 


With Pneumatic Tires May 


Use Asphalt Streets Now 


Owner* of traction engines who 


want to use the new asphalt or tar- 
vla streets must equip their engines 
with 
pneumatic 
tires 
on these 


streets, which was passed on Bus- 
pension of rules at last night's meet- 
ing of city council. 


The ordinance was worded to In- 


clude all vehicles weighing more than 
3 1-2 tons, including trucks, buses 
and traction engines, "unless equip- 
ped with pneumatic tires," and wnen 
this clause was read there was a 
laugh among the councilmen. How- 
ever, the measure was passed without 
a dissenting vote, after Solicitor Nor- 
pell explained to the members that 
the regulation 
was 
constitutional. 


Councilman Curry, in a statement to 
council, said that the same traction 
engine had been driven over Hudson 
avenue three times in the past ten 
days and that residents were fearful 
for the safety of the new pavement. 
The ordinance prescribes a fine of 
$10 to $100 for its violation. 


Council also 
voted 
to 
compel 


property owners to remove at their 
own expense, trees along the street 
which were deemed dangerous be- 
cause of dead limbs or poor roots. 


The proposition from the gas com- 


pany, suggesting a settlement of the 
litigation regarding the gas rate, in- 
volving the distribution of more than 
$200,00 in an escrow fund held by 
W. C. Metz as trustee, was received 
and filed. 
No action of any kind 


was taken on the proposition. 


Notes and bonds amounting to a 


little less than $100,000 were au- 
thorized to pay for street improve- 
ments. 
The long expected report on the 


condition of the fire trucks at head- 
quarters was promised for the next 
meeting of council. 
Mr. Beadle, 


chairman of the special committee 
stated that new information had been 
secured which it was thought impor- 
tant to include in the report, which 
had been delayed because of illness in 
his family. The proposed bond issue 
for motor apparatus for East New- 
ark also was delayed until the next 
meeting.

milk is delivered at his doorstep. 


Because milk poured from 
vessel 


to vessel on the street is very liable 
to contamination from dust, manure 
particles-and germs, milk is best de- 
livered in capped bottles. 
If bottled 


milk can not be obtained, the house- 
wife should try to hi.ve someone in 
the family receive the

Under no circumstances 


should an uncovered pitcher, bowl 
or pan be left out on the porch to re- 
ceive bulk milk. 
The vessel, both 


before and after the milk is poured 
into it. is accessible to flies iiiid col- 
lects particles of dust and dirt. 


Even in the case of bottled milk, 


however, the consumer must see that 
the bottle is not left out in the heat 
for a moment longer than is neces- 
sary. 
Milk should be delivered and 


kept at a temperature of 50 degrees 
P. or lower—the colder the better. 
At such 
temperatures 
bacteria de- 


velop very slowly and milk under- 
goes little change until consumed. A 
slight rise in temperature above this 
point, however, permits bacteria to 
multiply rapidly and brings 
about 


rapid deterioration 
of 
the 
milk, 


which may render it unfit for ordi- 
nary use and make it highly danger- 
ous for babies and 
little children. 


For this reason bottled or other milk 
should not be allowed to remain in 
a wurtn place, as on a sunny porch or 
in a hot kitchen, for a moment long- 
er than is necessary. 
Delivery of Milk in Hot Weather. 


In hot weather the best plan is to 


have the milkman put the milk di- 
rectly into the refrigerator, because

to the cold milk. A home-made fire- 
less cooker is admirable for this pur- 
pose, especially if partially filled with 
ice. 
In the absence of any of these 


devices, arrange with the milkman 
not to leave the milk in the sunlight, 
but to put it in the coolest, shadiest 
place around the house. 


Handling Milk in the Home. 


In handling milk around the home, 


do not pour it from one vessel to an- 
other until it is to be consumed. Do 
not let the bottle of milk remain out 
of the refrigerator a moment longer 
than is necessary. 
Keep the milk 


covered, Using paper caps or an in- 
verted tumbler on bottles, or storing 
it in covered utensils. 
Any house- 


hold utensil that is to be used as a 
vessel for keeping milk should first 
be cleaned thoroughly and scalded. 


Before opening a bottle of milk, 


wash and wipe the neck and outside 
of the cap with water and a clean 
cloth. 
Tho little depression on the 


top of the cap may collect dust or 
water and any milk that leaks out 
may attract flies. 
Lift out the cap 


with a pointed instrument, so that 
the outside of the cap, which may be 
contaminated, will not 
be 
pushed 


down into the milk. Each time the 
milk is to be poured from the bottle 
it is a wise precaution to wash the 
neck as described. 


Milk in a Refrigerator. 


The refrigerator 
where 
milk is 


stored should be cleuned regularly, 
especial care being given to keeping 
the drip pipe 
free 
and clean. The 


ice rack also should be cleaned and 
any place where food is kept or milk 
stored should be scalded occasionally 
with sal-soda solution.

Clean Empty Bottles. 


As soon as a milk bottle is emp- 


tied, rinse it thoroughly with cold 
water. 
Do not return dirty bottles 


and do not use milk bottles except 
to hold milk. 
Returning dirty bot- 


tles to the milkman may mean that 
a few days later either you or your 
neighbors 
will 
get 
contaminated 


milk. 
Milk bottles should never be 


taken into a sick room. 
In case of 


infectious or contagious disease, all
